There were a number cf clergymen
in the audlence all duy and various
praminent residents of the eity dropped
intn the eourt room during the day.
aml watched the proceedings for o
time. No oriminal eanse of recent
veare in Scranton hans wtirvocted os
much genornl attention ag Lhe one
now on trinl.

All
of the aftormoon wns consumed with
the eross-exnmination of Joel B. Har-
ris. the detective, DDuring this exomis-
nation Mr, O'Drien, of counsel fer the
defendant, produced two £20 bills
which Detective Flarris admilted werne
the identical bills he pave Grier in
the Hotel Rudolph. This
that the defense will try to prove that
“rier knew that Harrls wes a de-
teetive and as seon az he recelved
them he had them marked for identl-
fication by his attorney and then laid
nelde for use against Huiris.

The other witnesses on the stand
yvesterday were B, A, Whitney and
A, B, Anderson, the Jetaetives wha
wuorked In connection with Harrls and
under his directions,

THIE CROSS-EXAMINATION,

Though Judge Edwards was on the
bench promptly at 9 o'clock It was 9.40
before the motions and other businecs
to come bhefore the court were dise
posed of and court was free to again
take up the Grier case., Detective Joel
2, Harrvls again went on the stand and
his cross-examination was begun by
Attorney Joseph O'Brien. He sald he
is 24 years of age and has been a de-
tective since he was 16, He was sent
on from New York to take up thls
cage and the next day along with an-
other detective named Wood he called
on E. B. Sturges at his home. F. I,
Beers was present at the time. He
had no conversation with any of the
Men's Union in New York.

Sturges told him it was reported that
councilmen were accepting bribes for
their votes and that it would be his
business to try to cateh them.

“Mr, Sturges told you to bribe these
men, did he?'" asked Mr. O'Brien.

“No one tried to bribe the councll-
men, They were out lboking for
money and they got it," replied Mr,
Harrls, ¥

“Oh, that's your way of putling It,
Is it," commented Mr, O'Brien with
fine surcasm.

Harris said he does not know wheth-
er Mr. Wood is here now or not. Wit-
ness s employed regularly ‘by Captain
Sowvyer at a salary of 321 a week and
expenses, Whitney and Anderson were
not with him in the work but they
were under his directions.

"It makes no difference, really, how
we give the advance, but for the looks
of the thing 1 wish the arrangement
was such as to lower this fictional
price of powder.”

It Is Not Known,

Just how the concessions of the oper-
ators will be made to bring out the
order for calling off the strike is not
known among Lhe local officers of the
‘United Mine Workers, They belleve,
though, that all or a great majority of
the operators will at once post notices
similar in effect to that which fhe
Reading isaued yesterday afternoon,
and this being reported by the district
mine workersa' officlals to the head-
quarters In Hazleton, Presldent Mitch-
ell will lssue a statement that all the
conventions' demands having been
complled with, the men should be no-
tifled by their district officers to re-
turn w work.

When in thiz city, Saturday, Presi-
dent Mitchell would not commit him-
sell as to whether the separale con-
ferences for the adjustment of the
minor grievances would have to be
held before the men returned to work,
or whether they would be content to
take what was demanded In the reso-
Iutions and go back to work with the
expectation that the power of their
organization having been manifested
to the operators, there is every assur-
ance that they will get falr treatment.
It Is not reasonable to suppose, how-
ever, that Mr. Mitchell will advise
holding out longer for mores than Is
now in sight., Such an action, It Is
thought, would not meet with favor
from the more conservative element
among the strikers,

at once make to end the strike. The president
intimated that if he could have done o with
propriety he would have long ago suggested urbi-
